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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claim 1, the applicant has failed to provide any structural relationship 
between the deployment means and the ladder or casing. Note that in Une 6, "may be reversibly 
reconfigured" may simply read —is movable—. Also, the storage configuration and deployed 
configurations have not be related to any structure of the apparatus, rendering the claim 
indefinite. Finally, the applicant has failed to provide proper antecedent basis for the handle. 
Note that in lines 4-5, "one or more handles" should read -at least one handle—, and in line 8, "at 
least one" should read -the at least one—. (Claims 18 and 19 recite similar ambiguities with 
respect to the stop means, and claim 28 with respect to the latch means) Similarly, the applicant 
recites antecedent basis ambiguities with respect to the handles throughout the claims. 

In claim 7, are the deployed and storage positions the same as the deployed and storage 
configurations of claim 1? 

With respect to claim 30, there is no antecedent basis for "the energy source". 

With respect to claim 35, the applicant has positively recited the building. Is the building 
required?
